Hu ndreds o f Ch ester Co u nty residents jammed 
into th e co u rth o u se in West Ch ester Th u rsday nigh t 
to figh t a go v ernment p lan th ey said wo u ld statio n 
rap ists and mu rderers in th eir backy ards. 
Th e co u nty co mmisssio ners’ anno u ncement last 
week th at state and federal co rrectio nal o fficials 
are co nsidering th e co nstru ctio n o f two p riso ns in 
th e Elv erso n area h as kindled intense o p p o sitio n. 
In o rder to allev iate th e mo u nting tensio ns, 
Co mmissio ner William B. Ro binso n o f th e state 
bu reau o f co rrectio ns sch edu led a p u blic meeting 
so th e citizens co u ld v ent th eir feelings. 
Ho wev er, fo llo wing sh o u ts and o th er fo rms o f 
o bv io u s o p p o sitio n to th e p ro p o sal, Ro binso n to ld 
th e cro wd: 
“ We made no p lans. We ju st cam e with a co ncep t 
to see wh at th e p eo p le o f Ch ester Co u nty h ad in 
m ind.”

their inner conflicts or perish

The cycle can be broken. 1 
refuse to believe that despair, 
frustration and anger are the 
unavoidable waste products of 
modern society 
Bather 1 am convinced that 
these attitudes were forced on 
us by a series of leaders who 
were so enthralled with the 
power to manipulate the 
economic, po litical and 
military strength ot America 
that they lost sight ot the real 
function ot their stewardship 
— to help enrich the lives ot 
all the people 
Watergate and Vietnam are 
the monuments of such 
arrogance — monuments built 
by presidents of the United 
States on false claims of ‘ ex­ 
ecutive 
p riv ile g e 1 ’ 
and 
‘ national security.' 
Are things any better now'’ 
Look at the record 
President Ford's search for 
an electoral mandate to keep 
the office he now holds drives 
him to take unjustifiable risks 
campaigning for office rather 
than exercising the respon­ 
sibilities with which he has 
already been entrusted 
And, on the economic front, 
the president sings a $100 
billion song of subsidy lor the 
oil cartel even while he vetoes 
programs for education and 
health care of children, the 
unemployed and our elderly. 
His Secretary of State asks 
us to believe in his efforts to 
secure meaningful peace in 
the Middle East, but denies us 
the right to read his secret 
treaties. 
Meanwhile, we are treated 
to horrifying glimpses of an 
underworld of American 


government — assassination 
plots, deals between civil ser­ 
vants and tbe Mafia, secret 
caches of lethal poison, and 
unabridged government sur­ 
veillance of private citizens 
I t ' s enough to make 
anybody sick 
In my opinion, the major 
task of the next chief ex­ 
ecutive will be to step 
forthrightly into tfw> awful 
breach between an aloof 
presidency and an anxious peo­ 
ple. It will he his duty not to 
protect us from the realities 
of a new economic and social 
interdependence among the 
nations that must share the 
resources of the planet, but to 
share with us the facts of life 
as we must learn to know 
them — sooner or later 
It will be his responsibility 
to stimulate the national 
economy so that job oppor­ 
tunities are available for the 
millions now unemployed; to 
make certain that health ser­ 
vices are available at affor­ 
dable prices to all citizens, 
that decent housing is not just 
tor the well-to-do. but for low 
and middle income families 
as well as tor minorities: and 
that as our nation rebuilds its 
inner strength, we make cer­ 
tain we are also militarily 
strong enough to maintain our 
national security. 
I believe this can be ac­ 
complished.

He was a Peace Corps and Department of 
Commerce consultant during the Kennedy administration, and 
helped organize the Area Redevelopment Administration, He 
was elected governor of Pennsylvania in 1970 and reelected in 
1974. As governor, Shapp stressed management reform and 
fiscal stability, as well as consumer and other programs.

The rules are the first 
of a series of government 
regulations 
setting 
r e q u ir e m e n t s 
for 
elementary 
and 
high 
schools and colleges on 
record 
keeping 
and 
privacy. 
They 
were 
issued 
under 
1974 
legislation 
establishing 
the rights of parents to 
have 
access 
to their 
c h i l d r e n ’ s 
school 
records. 
Hearings on challenged 
records and health or 
safety 
emergencies 
at 
school are covered in the 
rules, 
which 
affect 
almost all the nation’s 
public and some private 
schools. 
Parents were told they 
could 
demand 
formal 
hearings if they believe a 
school “ is utilizing in­ 
formal 
attempts 
to 
reconcile differences as a 
delaying tactic.” 
Families may request 
schools to amend records 
believed 
to 
be 
inac­ 
curate, 
misleading 
or 


violating the privacy or 
other rights of students. 
The schools must decide 
within 
“ a 
reasonable 
period of time” whether 
to amend the records or 
reject the request, and 
must inform the student 
or parent of the right to a 
hearing.

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Morticians participate in Philadelphia eye bank for blind 


PH ILAD ELPH IA (AP) 
— The jangling telephone 
awakens 
mortician 
Walter Sucharski before 
dawn and minutes later 
he’s off on an eye saving 
mission.

another blind person may 
have received new sight 
from a dead donor. 
“ It is very important,”
